DAUBIER SAYS 
FRANCE WILL NOT 
GIVE UP LAND 


(B y the Associated P ress) 
Premier Daladier’s blunt declara­ 
tion that France had no Intention 
of giving up any part of her ter­ 
ritory today highlighted the Franco- 
Italian controversy, currently the 
most 
dangerous 
friction 
in 
a 
troubled world situation. 
The fighting French premier an­ 
nounced his intention of visiting 
early in 1939 Tunisia and Corsica, 
figuring in Italian clamor for French 
territory. 
Meanwhile France asked, “where 
is the trap?” as police guards re­ 
stored peace in Tunisia and Corsica, 
where angry anti-Italian demonstra­ 
tions Sunday replied to Italian agi­ 
tation for these territories. 
Heavy 
police 
reinforcem ents 
were thrown around the Italian con­ 
sulates in Tunis and Susa-Tunisie 
after riotous marchers had demon­ 
strated, shouting "down with Italy!” 
Sunday in both cities. 
The mayor of Ajaccio, Corsica, 
appealed to the populace for calm 
on the Mediterranean island after 
demonstrations in the streets of 
Ajaccio, Bastia and other Corsican 
cities. 
Both Corsica, a department of 
France, 
and Tunisia were made 
goals of the Italian campaign by 
fascist deputies who demonstrated 
Wednesday in Rome. Also named in 
the Italian agitation were Djibouti, 
port of French Somaliland, Savoy 
and Nice. 
Daladier, 
authoritative 
sources 
said, was preparing to block any at­ 
tempt 
by 
Germany to 
use 
the 
French-Italian tension as a lever to 
further the nazis’ own colonial de­ 
mands. 
The French press, although ap­ 
proving the French-German friend­ 
ship agreement which German For­ 
eign Minister Joachim Von Ribben- 
tfop is going to Paris to sign Tues­ 
day. looked warily into it to find the 
game of the “Rome-Berlin axis." 
The question everywhere to reports 
that Von Ribbentrop might volun- 


! leer as mediator Detween Rome and 
I Paris was, “At what price?” 
L’Oeuvre, Daladier’s own radical- 
socialist party newspaper, said flatly 
of the coincidence between the Ger­ 
man minister’s visit and the Italian 
agitation: “It is a trap.” 
Rome stepped up the tempo of de­ 
mands for redress of "wrongs” at­ 
tributed to France in the past. The 
newspaper ll Piccolo echoed shouts 
of Italy’s “natural aspirations" and 
declared developments in the new 
Italo-FYench issue raised an “in­ 
tolerable situation.” 
In China, reports reaching Shang­ 
hai said that Japanese warships had 
massed in the gulf of Tongking and 
were shelling Pakhoi, 70 miles east 
of the French Indo-China borders 
This was believed to presage a n 
Japanese landing in south China, 
but both in China and Spain all 
warfronts were quiet.

(D-Va.), chair­ 
man of the group, said he saw little 
; chance of saving m uch money in 
II base agencies, adding th at “ex­

Mr. Roosevelt has talked with con- 
rressional 
leaders 
about 
defense 
needs as well as farm legislation 
relief, and other problems, but has 
given no indication of the adm inis­ 
tration’s intentions on any subject. 
One usually well-informed con­ 
gressman predicted th a t dis-satis- 
faction with the crop control pro­ 
gram, as evidenced in the November 
(‘lections, m ight lead the adm inis­ 
tration to recomm end parity pay­ 
ments on m ajor crops. 
This would entail an expenditure 
of about $1,000,000,000, which m ight 
be raised through a processing tax 
Rep.

It was undertsood in Warsaw th a t 
those who had been ordered to leave 
were wives of Polish Jewish citizens 
expelled from Germ any in October, 
when the nazi government feared 
new 
Polish 
passport 
regulations 
m ight deprive them of citizenship 
and leave them as G erm an charges. 
C hristm as goods appeared in re ­ 
paired shops taken from Jews after 
the November IO anti-Jew ish vio­ 
lence. 
Tile new proprietors were 
told th at they must not refer to “the 


previous standing” of their business. 
"The

from 
Jewish 
to 
Aryan hands,” the official order de­ 
clared “m arks a definite break with 
the past." 
A new incident in church affairs 
was an announcem ent Sunday that 
the national socialist teachers’ so­ 
ciety had ordered its members not 
to give instruction in schools. 
The announcem ent was made by 
the confessional church council of 
brethren and read from church pul­ 
pits. 
The council, ruling body of 
the confessional (Portestant) church, 
said the order was based on a teach­

th a t “the 
Bible glorifies a people from whose 
ranks came a Jew who committed the 
m urder of Vom H ath” (Ernst Vom 
Hath, Germ an embassy secretary in 
Paris, 
assassinated 
by

Jewish 
youth.)
